After spending the afternoon there 
we drove back to Jerusalem.

About 
twenty of us hired donkeys that eve- 
ning and took a moonlight donkey 
ride. They cost $1.00 each. We rode 
ten or twelve miles and back. The 
donkeys had a certain gait and no 
difference how hard you tried they 
could not be forced beyond that—
